the applicant's argument is not persusive. First, one of ordinary skill in the art would recognized that in fig. 6. the 
endwalls do adapt to contact on or more side surfaces of the card 102 and adapt to provide a side constraint which 
substantially prevents lateral flexing of the module/card. Second, applicant did not recite how much restriction of the 
lateral movement of the card would be inhibit by the guide. Further, the drawings must be evaluated for what they 
reasonably disclose and suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art. In re Aslanian. 590 f. 2d 91 1 . 200 USPQ 500 
(CCPA 1979). See MPEP 2121.04. Thus, the Examiner does not have to identify any text portion of Chen which 
describes the endwalls contacting the card. Further. Chen does disclose that the end walls define a closed type 
space for receiving a module board (col. 1 . lines 1 8-23). Fig. 7A-7D and 10A does show tolerance gap. However, 
one skilled artsan in the art would realized that such tolerance gap is regured in order to reduce and/or allows less 
friction resistance for insertion in vertical and not for permit horizontal movement; otherwise it can damage to the 
system and/or loose contact. 
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
